temporary basis will have the 
opportunity to obtain- perma­ 
nent employment through ex­ 
amination by the State Per­ 
sonnel Board. Applicants < in­ 
terested in permanent ' or 
temporary appointments as 
future openings occur 
throughout California may 
qualify' through the same ex­ 
amination. This examination

ill be given on February 18, 
1961, and the final filing date 
for the examination is Janu­ 
ary 27, infil.

SALARIES HIGH
Beginning salary for both 

permanent and temporary ap­ 
pointees is $862 a month, with 
annual increases for four 
years to a maximum of $1048 
a month. California residence 
is not a requirement for ap­ 
pointment. Basic require­ 
ments for qualifying are 
either five years of active 
practice of law or equivalent 
administrative hearing exper­ 
ience, or five years of full 
time experience in a respon­ 
sible capacity in the field of 
labor or industrial relations, 
public employment security, 
or state labor law enforce­ 
ment, two years of which 
must be in administrative or 
supervisory capacity.
